To:  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  &  Councillors  of  Ludlow  Corporation, 

Mr*  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  and 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  In  I960, 

A  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  reveals  a  healthy  population;  the  general 
population  continues  to  increase  and  the  birth  rate  continues  to  rise.  The  standardised 
death  rate  is  practically  the  same  as  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  It  is  very 
pleasing  to  report  a  much  lower  perinatal  mortality  rate  this  year.  The  percentage 
of  illegitimate  births  is  also  much  lower,  but  as  we  have  no  idea  of  the  number  of  girls 
who  are  actually  pregnant  when  they  are  married  we  do  not  have  a  very  true  picture  here, 

I  regret  that  it  was  not  possible  to  get  an  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  this 
year  to  relieve  our  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  new  slaughterhouse  alone  will  give 
hours  of  extra  work  each  week. 

Even  so,  1  am  pleased  to  report  good  progress  in  all  branches  of  the  work,  except 
in  the  improvements  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  system,  which  are  so  badly  needed. 

The  Water  Tower  has  been  completed  and  so  an  adequate  water  pressure  can  be 
maintained  In  the  higher  parts  of  the  town. 

A  proper  system  of  controlled  tipping  at  the  Refuse  tip  has  been  introduced  and 
the  tip  is  now  free  from  any  nuisance. 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  received  a  temporary  check  as  we  have  come  up  against 
the  problem  of  buildings  of  Historical  and  Archi tectural  Interest,  but  we  are  in 
communication  with  the  Ministry  about  this.  If  Slum  Clearance  is  to  proceed  at  a 
reasonable  rate  a  much  greater  proportion  of  the  new  Council  Houses  will  have  to  be 
allocated  to  it  in  future. 

The  Council  Housing  programme  proceeded  sati sfactori ly,  and  it  Is  pleasing  to 
report  also  that  19  Improvement  Grants  were  applied  for  this  year.

There  is  a  great  improvement  in  the  number  of  babies  who  had  prophylactic  diptheria 
and  whelping  cough  injections  —  let  us  hope  that  the  smallpox  vaccination  figures  will 
improve  next  year. 

There  is  still  little  change  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified, 
and  all  were  over  the  age  of  40  years, 

I  should  like  to  thank  all  my  colleagues  for  their  help  throughout  the  year, 
especially  Mr.  James,  The  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  has  also  helped  me  to  prepare 
this  report,

There  has  been  a  greater  Increase  in  the  population  in  I960  than  in  the  previous 
two^ears.  This  year  the  population  rose  by  30,  whereas  the  increase  In  both  1958  and 
1959  was  20, 

Births. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  117  (male  64  and  female  53)  and  of  these,  3 
were  illegitimate.  The  birth  rate  this  year  is  thus  17.6.  There  has  been  a  steady 
Increase  in  the  birth  rate  over  the  last  five  years. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  live  births  (2.56)  has  dropped  to  nearly  half  the 
figure  for  last  year  (4.68),  and  is  about  the  same  as  the  percentages  in  1957  and  1958. 

Still  Births. 

There  were  2  still  births  (  l  male  and  l  female  )  neither  of  which  was  illegitimate 
The  Still  birth  rate  this  year  was  16.8,  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rate 
of  53.1  for  1959. 

Infant  Mortal i ty. 

There  were  two  infant  deaths  this  year,  one  child  dying  within  the  first  week  of 
its  life  and  the  other  dying  within  the  first  month  from  multiple  congenital  deformities. 
At  the  present  state  of  medical  knowledge  neither  death  could  have  been  prevented. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  17,09  still  compares  favourably  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales  (21.9)  although  it  shows  an  increase  on  last  year’s  rate  (9.35). 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  has  fallen  very  considerably,  the  rate  of  25.21  being 
well  below  the  national  rate  of  32,9. 

Deaths, 

There  were  10 l  deaths  during  the  year  (47  male  and  54  female  )  and  this  gave  a 
Crude  Death  Rate  of  15.2  and  a  Standardised  Death  Rate  of  11.4  these  figures  vary  only 
very  slightly  from  those  for  last  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.5.

Disease  of  the  heart  and  circulation  caused  55.4%  of  the  total  deaths,  a  figure  which 
has  remained  very  constant  during  the  last  few  years. 

Malignant  disease  caused  14%  of  the  deaths;  this  is  close  to  the  1958  figure  and 
greater  than  last  year’s  low  percentage.  Cancer  of  the  lung  caused  one  death  this  year. 

Respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  13%  of  the  deaths,  this  is  mid-way  between  the 
percentages  in  1958  and  1959. 

Both  fatal  road  accidents  occured  outside  the  Borough,  Only  one  of  the  other 
accidents  occured  in  the  home,  whereas  last  year  there  were  three  fata!  home  accidents. 

It  is  indeed  sad  to  see  that  two  women  aged  45  years  and  56  years,  committed  suicide 
during  the  year,  when  the  balance  of  their  minds  was  disturbed. 

Each  year,  more  people  attain  a  very  ripe  old  age  in  Ludlow;  this  year  there  were 
14  deaths  in  the  85-89  age  group  and  7  deaths  in  the  group  90  years  and  over.  These 
occured  at  the  following  ages  -  92  93  94  95  95  98  100,

General  Provisions  of  Health  Service 
Staff. 

-  There  are  no  changes  to  report. 

It  has  been  felt  for  some  time  that  the  Public  Health  Inspector  had  more  work 
than  he  could  be  expected  to  cope  with,  and  the  volume  of  work  is  increased  each  year 
through  new  legislation.  To  help  him  carry  out  routine  inspection  In  connection 
with  nuisances,  food  hygiene,  housing  etc.,  it  was  decided  to  appoint  an  Assistant 
Public  Health  Inspector  but  unfortunatel y  no  applications  were  received  for  the  post. 

Laboratory  Services 

Once  again  we  record  our  thanks  to  Dr.  Jones  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
and  to  his  staff  for  their  help  and  advice  especially  in  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
a  wholesome  water  supply.  '  — 

Ambulance  Services  , 

The  LudJow  Depot  continued  to  give  excellent  service  throughout  the  year. 
Although  normally  an  ambulance  is  only  obtained  by  the  General  Practi tioners  in  the 
town,  I  would  like  to  emphasise  that  in  the  case  of  accidents  an  ambu 1 ance  shoe  Id  be 
called  immediately  by  making  a  999  emergency  telephone  call.  ' 

Home  Nursing 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  services  of  the  same  two  District  Nurse-Midwives  and 
one  Home  Nurse,  and  in  November  the  staff  was  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Lydiate  as  a  relief  nurse  for  Ludlow  and  the  surrounding  district.  Miss  1yd i ate  \

Home  Help  Service  -  • 

There  were  9  Home  Helps  working  in  the  town  throughout  the  year  -  working  full 
or  part  time  according  to  the  demand.

A  very  successful  three-evening  Information  Course  was  held  in  March  by  the 
Shropshire  Old  Peoplels  Welfare  Committee.  Statutory  provisions  for  the  elderly 
were rexp I ai ned  and  also  the  great  scope  for  voluntary  helpers  was  emphasised.  This 
voluntary  work  is  undertaken  nobly  in  Ludlow  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 
and  the  Womens  Voluntary  Services  but  little  is  done  by  the  younger  members  of  the 
community  as  yet,  Youth'Clubs,  Scouts,  Girl  Guides  and  similar  organisations 
could  do  valuable  work  here,  .

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area. 

Water  Supplies*  The  natural  supplies  were  generally  adequate  except  for  seasonal 
shortages  and,  during  the  autumn,  the  flooding  of  the  gathering  ground,  which 
necessitated  the  bulk  purchase  of  29^  million  gallons  from  Birmingham  Corporation. 

250  yards  new  3"  main  were  laid  in  Sheet  Road  to  Serve  new  housing  estates. 

The  concrete  Water  Tower  at  Clee  View,  capacity  182,000  gallons,  commenced  in  June  1959 
was  completed  during  the  year,  and  is  now  in  operation,  maintaining  a  constant  adequate 
water  pressure  to  the  higher  parts  of  the  town,  which  previously,  during  peak  periods 
of  demand,  had  only  intermittent  supplies. 

All  water  is  chlorinated  and  of  36  samples  analysed  33  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Repeat  samples  of  the  other  three  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  also. 

Chemical  examination  of  each  supply  was  made  in  October  with  the  following  results:-

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  D 1 SPOSAL  Of  the  2188  houses  in  the  Borough,  2125  have  main 
drainage,  40  have  private  disposal  plant,  the  remaining  25  have  chemical  or  pail  closets, 
with  satisfactory  means  of  disposal. 

315  yards  of  new  9”  Soil  Sewer  was  laid  during  the  year* 

Following  an  Official  Enquiry  into  the  proposed  Scheme  for  New  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
Pumping  Station,  held  in  February,  the  preparation  of  the  necessary  plans,  sections, 
details  etc*,  by  the  Council's  Consultants  continued  and  had  reached  an  advanced  stage 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  existing  works  and  plant  are  maintained  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  condition 
although  the  urgent  need  for  a  new  works  is  becoming  increasingly  evident* 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL.  Collections  are  made  weekly  from  all  domestic  premises 
with  additional  visits  to  Hotels,  cafes,  snack-bars  etc.,  as  requi red,  during  the 
holiday  season. 

Although  conditions  at  the  Refuse  Tip  were  considerably  improved  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  in  May  a  D2  Caterpillar  Tractor  was  purchased 

and  the  disposal  of  the  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  was  introduced.  This  method. 
Carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry's  suggested  precautions,  has  proved  entirely 
Sat i sfac to ry. 

86*  Tons  of  salvaged  w aste  paper  was  sold  during  the  year. 

ROE  ENT  CONTROL .  Periodical  surveys  were  made  of  all  the  main  sewers,  the  refuse  tip, 
sewage  works  and  other  Council  properties  and  necessary  treatments  carried  out.

Under  these  regulations  all  meat  at  slaughter  houses  which  Is  unfit  for  human 
consumption  must  be  steri  I  i  sed  before  leaving  the  premises  or  if  this  cannot  be  done 
must  be  removed  to  a  .place  where  it  can  be  sterilized  or  destroyed  under  approved 
conditions.  All  meat  for  knacker’s  yard  must  be  stained  or.  steri I i zed  before  it 
leaves  the  premises. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order  I960,. 

Only  "designated  milk"  -  that  is  -  Pasteurised,  Sterilised,  or  Tuberculin  Tested

There  were  even  fewer  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  this  year  than  in  the 
previous  year*  and  three  quarters  of  these  occured  during  the  last  three  months  of  the 
year. 

November  and  December  were  marred  by  a  small  outbreak  of  whooping  cough  and  by  an 
outbreak  of  dysentery.  Although  only  nine  notifications  of  dysentery  were  received, 
many  more  probable  cases  were  brought  to  light  when  routine  investigations  were  made* 

School  children  were  chiefly  affected,  the  spread  of  the  infection  by  contact 
being  difficult  to  control  in  such  closely  knit  communities,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of 
the  teachers  to  instill  correct  hygienic  practices  into  the  children* 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  ^ood  Poisoning  were  notified  this 
year;  the  number  of  cases  in  England  and  Wales  continues  to  rise. 

Yet  again  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  adults,  the  lung  disease  being 
found  in  women  aged  43  years  and  52  years,  and  the  abdominal  form  occuring  in  a  man 
aged  52  years*

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B.C.G.  Vaccination. 


The  following  are  particulars  of  Mantoux  Tests  and  B.C.G.  vaccinations  given 
at  schools  in  Ludlow.

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Over  60%  of  the  babies  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  this  year  and  In 
addition  36  older  children  were  protected  so  the  goal  of  75%  is  coming  in  sight* 

The  whooping  cough  figures  also  show  a  similar  improvement,  but  every 
effort  must  be  made  to  bring  up  the  number  of  small  pox  vaccinations,  as  these 
are  lagging  behind.  The  tetanus  immunisation  procedure  is  becoming  more  widely 
accepted  and  these  figures  are  improving. 

As  in  previous  years,  little  persuasion  has  been  needed  to  get  children 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis,  but  the  under  40fs  have  been  rather  slow  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  important  prophylactic  measure. 

Anthrax  became  a  Notifiable  Disease  under  the  Public  Health  Act  on 
December  1st  I960,  previously  it  had  only  been  notifiable  to  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Factories.
